The great strides made by the State 


of Pennsvlvania since 1910 in taking 
her rightful place in the front rank 
among Agricultural states mark an 
epoch in the history of this great 
Commonwealth.

Co-operating with the State De- 


partment of Health's educational cam- 
paign. Dr. Lawrence Litchfield of 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, says:
